U.S. Will Refuse 
To Break With 
Spain, U.N. Told 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 9— 
Sen. Connally (D., Tex.) told the 
United Nations bluntly today that 
the United States would not break 
diplomatic relations with Franco 
Spain even if the general assem- 
bly recommended such action. 

Speaking before an 18 nation 
subcommittee charged with re- 
conciling: the various proposals 
for action against the Franco re- 
gime, Connally declared thot if 
the committee wanted to reach an 
agreement it would have to abon- 


don the Polish proposal for a 
world-wide diplomatic rupture 
with Spain. 


“The United States does not in- 
tend to abandon its stand,” he 
said.

may do so now.”

“ ... the fact that Russia is 
obtaining from the United 
States and Great Britain very 
important assistance in the suc- 
cessful waging of its defensive 
war and that Russia will require 
their continuing assistance in 
the gigantic postwar task of re- 
construction and ayy Rew ay 
its own extensively devastate 
country, this fact is a kind of 
insurance against Russia’s 
breaking with the Allies or pur- 
suing polices repugnant to them 
or to the principles of the At- 
lantic Charter.” 


If the Ambassador's words were 
not a promise destined to be brok- 
en, they can at least be said to 
represent an unfulfilled prophecy. 
Among its many violations of the 
principles of the Atlantic Charter 
has been the Soviet Union’s per- 
sistent campaign to provoke a 
revolutionary political change in 
Spain. Russia desires not only 
vengeance but the exploitation for 
revolutionary purposes of the 
large store of ideological fanati- 
cism which the Spanish commun- 
ists possess. More important still, 
the Kremlin desires a “Russian 
government” in Spain which can 
threaten to close the Western 
Mediterranean against British and 
American naval power. 


So far, these goals have not been 
attained, but headway toward 
them has been made. The French 
eommunists, who derive their 
ideas of foreign policy from Mos- 


cow, are close to having the 
Fourth Republie in their grasp; 
and they would like nothing better 


than to send an army through the 
Pyrenees to assist a rising against 
Franco. Small irregular forces in 
fact have already made repeated 
incursions for this purpose.

Atomic Energy Power 
Plant For Marine 
Propulsion Distant 


Notre Dame—The application of 
an atomic energy power plant for 
marine propulsion is still in the 
distant future, Charles H. Johnson, 
Chief Engineer of the Federal 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany, Kearney, N. J., and Notre 
Dame graduate, declared Friday 
(November 29) as he delivered the 
third annual Martin McCue Lec- 
ture on the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame. 

The Martin McCue lecture series 
was inaugurated in 1944 in honor 
of the memory of the late Martin 
J. McCue, former dean and dean 
emeritus of the College of Engi- 
neering at Notre Dame, who died 
in 1982. 

“We know,” observed Dr. John- 
son, “that the controlled release of 
atomic energy and its conversion 
into mechanical work has been ac- 
complished, although not in plants 
constructed primarily for that pur- 
pose. Recently we have been in- 


employing nuclear energy is to be 
built at Oak Ridge, Tenn. De- 
tailed information concerning this 
plan has not been published, other 
than that a conventional steam 
eycle will be used.” 

Dr. Johnson concluded: “The 
design problem involved in the de- 
velopment of a power plant em- 
ploying nuclear energy are difficult 
and will require considerable time 
before practical solutions are 
available. Consequently, the appli- 
cation of such a plant for marine 
propulsion ean be considered only 
academically at this time.”

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Dr. Gurian Says 
Appeasement Will 
Not Prevent War 


Rensselaer— “A policy of ap- 

asement toward the Soviet 
Inion would not prevent war; it 
would make war “unavoidable,” 
said Dr. Waldemar Gurian, in a 
lecture Monday night, Dec. 9, at 
St. Joseph’s College. 

The Professor of Political Sci- 
ence at the University of Notre 
Dame and editor of the Review of 
Rolitics explained that the leaders 
of the Soviet Union would regard 
a policy of continuous concessions 
as proof of weakness and make 
more and more demands. 

“The policy of firmness followed 
by the United States and England 
in recent months has had some re- 
sults,” said Russian-born Gurian, 
“though a decisive break in Soviet 
tactics has not yet occurred. Mol- 
otév, however, has at last accepted 
the draft of the peace treaties with 
Italy and the minor Axis satellites, 
realizing that his tactics of delay 
and evasion did not break down 
the energetic attitude of Secretary 
Byrnes. The Soviet Union has 
also made some concessions in the 
UNO, for example, in renounciny 
the use of her veto power against 


measures of internatonal arma- | 


ment inspection. 

“But some critical 
main. The civil war situation in 
China has not improved; danger- 
ous conflicts threaten in Greece, 
which accuses the Russian satel- 
lites, Bulgaria and Jugosiavia, of 
supporting armed communist 
groups; conflicts are developing 
in Iran, and the danger of a Rus- 


sian-Turkish explosion has not been | 
definitely averted. We also do not | 


know how the negotiations on the 
draft of a peace treaty with Ger- 
many will develop—a repetition of 
the Russian tactics of delay and 
stubbornness, intermixed with sud- 
den concessions may be expected. 

“There is only one hope: The 
firm policy may have demonstrat- 
ed to them that the other powers 
are not willing to capitulate to 
every wish of the Soviets. Then 
the men around Stalin may return 
to a more reasonable attitude; 
they may realize that public opin- 
ion in the world, particularly here, 
has been aroused against them by 
the methods of Molotov in inter- 
national negotiations, and by the 
policy of the iron curtain prevent- 
ing the flow of reliable informa- 
tion from the USSR and the sat- 
ellite countries.”

A recent conclusive answer to 
the charge that the Catholic Hier- 
archy meddles in politics is found 
in the Massachusetts elections.

A Protestant Scholar 
On The Papacy 


From what appears in column three you 
will note that religious errors, and political 
movements espoused in the name of religion 
were nearly as rampant in the fifth and 
sixth centuries as they are today. They 
tested the authority of the Apostolic 
Church, but in the end that authority was 
always recognized and established. 


Rey. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, writing in 
the North American Review on the “Real 
and Ideal in the Papacy” some years ago, 
observed: 

“The Papacy is one of the greatest insti- 
tutions that have ever existed in the world: 
it is much the greatest thing now existing, 
and it looks forward with calm ‘assurance to 
a still greater future. Its dominion extends 
throughout the world over the only oecu- 
menical Church. All other churches are na- 
tional or provincial in their organization. 

“It reaches back in unbroken succession 
through more than eighteen centuries to 
‘St. Peter, appointed by the Savior of the 
world to be the Primate of the Apostles. 
It commands the great central body of 
Christianity, which has ever remained the 
3ame organism since Apostolic times. All 
other Christian organizations, however sep- 
arate they may be from the parent stock, 
have their share in the Papacy as a part 
of the Christian heritage, and are regarded 
by the Papacy as subject to its jurisdic- 
tion. 

“The authority of the Papacy is recog- 
nized as supreme in all ecclesiastical affairs, 
by the most compact and best-organized 
body of mankind; and as infallibie in de- 
termination of doctrines of faith and

Even as a deacon Pelagius was dispatch- 
ed as Nuncio to Constantinoplé where he 
procured the condemnation of Origen 
(543). During Totila’s invasion of Italy he 
was the chief almoner to relieve the hun- 
gering people. 


The only opposition encountered by this 
Pope came from those who refused to sub- 
scribe to the decrees of the Second Coun- 
cil of Constantinople. 


During the few years of his reign this 
Pope concerned himself with the removal of 
all causes of religious dissensions. He died 
while the Church of the Twelve Apostles, 
now bearing the title SS. Phillip and 
James, was being erected.

John II, at the very beginning of his 
Pontificate, came to grips with Emperor 
Justinian, of Constantinople, who was 
backing the strange heresy that the suf- 
ferings of Christ’s Passion and Death were 
not real because His body was not subject 
to suffering, nor even to hunger or thirst; 
that even before his death he ate without 
necessity. The Emperor sought to make 
this belief binding by means of a decree 


which he would require the Bishops to- 


sign. 

This Pope reigned during the Lombard 
invasion, and was forced, for some months, 
to repair to the Catacombs. 

The Pope died just as the Lombards 
were preparing to lay siege on Rome.

He was suc- 
ceeded by Justin the Younger, who put an 
end to persecution and restored the See of 
Constantinople to the Patriarch Eutychius. 


Justin soon became mentally unbalanced,

It was the signal for the 
outbreak of a new wave of nationalism, 
which had been at the bottom of practically

spent the years 1920-1924, mostly} 
in France. He visited England in! 
1921, Germany in 1922. He joined’ 
the Communist party in France, | 
where a Red organization for Chi-| 
nese youth existed, distinct from 
the French Communist party. A’! 
similar organization for young 
Chinese existed in Germany. 

Returning to China in 1924, 
Chou En-lai joined the staff of 
Whampoa Military Academy as’ 
chief of the political department. | 
He organized the armed uprising 
in Shanghai in 1926, in conjunction | 
with the northern expedition led| 
‘by General Chiang Kai-shek from’ 
Canton. After the Nationalist' 
forces split on the communist is-| 
sue, he spent several months of 
1928 in Russia. 


Chou En-lai now ranks fourth in| 
the five-man secretariate that) 
rules. the Communist party in| 
China. Mao Tse-tuny, as chairman 
of the central committee of 44, is'| 
chief. Li Li-san, recently returned 
from Moscow, is on the central 
committee. The latest figure Gen- 
eral Chou could give me on the 
party membership in China was 
1,200,000, in April, 1945. He be- 
lieves that there has been an in- 
crease since then, 


The communists’ present pro- 
gram, as distinct from their ulti- 
mate goal, includes, according to 
General Chou: independence for 
China, without any foreign inter- 
vention and with equality for min- 
ority racial groups; a _ coalition 
government; agricultural reform 
and ‘industrialization of the coun- 
try; freedom of press, speech, re- 
ligion, education; equality of sexes, 
and “the most urgent objective at 
this stage is the struggle for 
peace.” 

Asked to specify what he meant 
by a coalition government, Chou 
En-lai said that there would be a 
state council of 40, in which the 


small number of monopolist capi-| 


talists.” 


“If you reach your goal of a 
communist classless society, will 
you permit freedom of speech and 
a to other parties?” I 
asked. 


“In the classless society there 
will be no parties,” Chou En-lai 
answered. “But it may take us 10 
or 20 years to reach that goal. We 
must approach it step by step.” 


General Chou maintained that 
there is freedom for education un- 
der religious auspices and “free- 
dom of religion as well as freedom 
of atheism” in commiunist-occupied 
China. He knew of no case “of a 
clergyman being persecuted be- 
cause of his religion.” 


I quoted for the General recent 
reports of Catholic Bishops and 
priests seized by communists and 
sentenced to various severe penal- 
ties. He promised to investigate 
these cases and to report on them. 


(I later submitted some written 
questions arising out of the inter- 
view, but General Chou, accord- 


ing to his secretary, “did not have 
time to answer them’). 


“What would be the place of re- 
ligion in your élassless communist 
state,” I asked, toward the close 
of the interview. 


“In the final stage of the Marx- 
ist society,” Chou replied, “I ex- 
pect that science will have solved 
all questions, and this will automa- 
tically dispose of religion. There- 
after religious ideas will be mat- 
ters for artists, to be treated as 
merely imaginary, subjects for 
fantasy.”’ 

“We are materialists,” he con- 
tinued, “in the sense that we do 
not believe in a soul distinct from 
the material body. After death 
there is nothingness. ... We be- 
heve in the law of nature.” 

“But not in the law-Maker?” 

The communist general laughed 
and said that he did not wish to 
go into a philosophical discussion. 

Asked whether he had ever read, 
or heard of, Catholic doctrine on 
social problems, he said that he 
never had. In his youth he had 
read some Protestant literature in 
China, but that was all. .

Has Catholve moral teaching changed? 


Yet, it is sometimes asserted 
that the Catholic Church has ac- 
tually changed its moral teach- 
ings in the course of time. Those 
who make this charge tell us, for 
example, that formerly the Church 
declared it sinful for a man to 
marry his third cousin, whereas 
nowadays this is permitted; that 
until comparatively recently meat 


bear In mind, in the first place, 
the important distinction between 
laws made by the Church itself 
and laws of God which the Church 
is authorized to proclaim and to 
interpret. Laws made by the 
Church can be changed or abrog- 
ated by the Church at some later 
date; and this does not indicate 
any change in the Church’s moral 
code any more than the changes in 
the laws of our country with the 
passing of the years indicate a 
change in the Constitution. The 
first two examples cited above— 
changes in the degree of relation- 
ship within which marriage is pro- 
hibited and in the law of Friday 
abstinence — are merely modifica- 
tions of church law (not the law 
of God), and they leave unchanged 
the moral principle, which the 
Catholic Church has ever preach- 
ed, that Catholics are obliced to 
obey the rulings of their Church, 
and that by doing so they will find 


gard to incentives to sexual pas- 
sion; and the Church continues to 
teach without changing a single 
iota that it is sinful to do any- 
thing or to use anything that 
affords a serious temptation to im- 
purity. But, at the same time, the 
Church acknowledges the common- 


sense proposition that to a limited good 


extent the sensuous influence of 
dress, manners, dancing, art, etc., 
can vary with the customs of dif- 
ferent times and places. 


Viewed in this manner, the ap- : 


parent changes in the Church’s 


moral teachings are seen to in- 
clude no real change of doctrine. 
They are but the modifications of 
the Church’s own legislation to 
suit the spiritual needs of the 
current world, or they are the dif- 
ferent modes of applying the di- 
vine law brought about, not by any

Similarly, the Church has al- 
ways held as a moral principle | 
that it is sinful for a person to do 
anything which would furnish a 
strong stimulus to unlawful sex- 
ual passion, either to himself or to 
others. However, because of 
changing customs and attitudes, | 
it-ean happen that what would be | 
a great stimulus to passion for the | 
average person in one country at 
one time might not offer so power- | 
ful an incentive elsewhere or at an- 
other time, because people have 
become accustomed to it and are 
no longer affected by it. 

This would explain the different 


attitude of the Church authorities 
nowadays toward certain forms of 
dress and certain types of dancing 
from the more severe attitude of 
former times. This must not be 
understood in the sense that the 
Catholic Church approves or per- 
mits the extreme styles or the 
salacious gyrations (called danc- 
ing) that are all too common to- 
day. Human nature does not

62-——Benedict I--579 

Because of the terror created by the 
Lombards the Holy See was vacant for ten 
months. Pope Benedict’s short pontificate 
was occupied chiefly with the relief of the 
suffering, and with the rebuilding of 
churches and institutions destroyed by the 
Lombards. 

It was during his pontificate that Greg- 
ory begged to have some missionaries 
accompany him to preach the gospel in 


Great Britain. The Roman people were so 


attached to Gregory that they begged the 
Pope to refuse him to leave Italy. Later 
Gregory was made Pope, and sent St. Aug- 
ustine to England in the year 596. 


63—Pelagius 11590 


Pelagius II was elected while the Lom- 
bard trouble was at its height and while 
the Emperor of Constantinople was at war 
with Chosroes after the Empress Sophia 
had drained the Emperor's resources. 

Pelagius induced the exarch of Ravenna 
to come to terms with the Lombards. 

This Pope then recalled Gregory, his 
Legate, from Constantinople. 

Pope Pelagius died during a raging flood, 
when he turned his dwelling into a hospital

HE halfback whose main con-

get many homeruns. The basket- 
ball player who holds on to the 
ball for fear that he will lose it 
won't score many baskets. The 
tennis player who worries only 
about stopping the other fellow’s 
drives will not score many aces. 
The hockey team which spends the 
whole evening defending its goal is 
not going to score many. All of 
which bears out the coaches’ axiom 
that a “good offense is the best 
defense.” 


Some people spend their lives 
trying to keep from something. 
They are always worried about not 
doing something, always trying to 
prevent something. They never 
seem to get very far or to accom- 
plish a great deal, They are al- 
ways up against it and life seems 
to push them around more than 
they deserve. This is eminently 
true in the spiritual life. 


Last week we pointed out the 
danger of regarding Venial sin too 
lightly. We saw that it is hazard- 
ous to allow venial sin to get 
started. However, we must not 
think we will be successful in the 
spiritual life just by avoiding ven- 
jal sin. If so, we are like the foot- 
ball player whose main concern 
was not to fumble the ball, or the 
baseball player whose main ambi- 
tion was not to strike out. We will 
never score any real spiritual vic- 
tories if our main concern is just 
to avoid defeat. We must develop 
an offense, a program which has 
spiritual “touchdowns” and “home- 
runs” and “baskets” as the objec- 
tive.

A GREAT big bow fn the direction of the football team of St. Nor- 
bert’s college, West De Pere, Wis., which went through a tough 
t game schedule unbeaten and untied—the school’s first unblem- 
ootball record since the game was first played there 48 years 

ago. 


Clean Shield ... 


The Knights, as the St. Norbert teams are known, won their 
eighth and final game when they defeated St. Joseph's of Rens- 
selaer, Ind., 23-0. In 1941, St. Norbert entered its final game of 
the season with St. Joseph’s after having won its first seven 
contests, the same record as it held going inte the final game 
this year. But, five years ago, St. Joseph's team upset the 
— hopes and dreams of an unbeaten year by a score of 


By scoring 23 poimts in their final game, St. Norbert’s players 
boosted their season’s total to 223 points, a new all-time record for 
the school. High scorers for the season were Halfbacks Bill Fitz- 
— of North Adams, Mass., and Don Vanden Branden of Green 

ay, Wis. The team was coached by Tom Hearden, who starred in 
the Notre Dame backfield in his student days and who was co- 
captain in 1926. 


Boys Town Record... ; 


And a great big bow, too, to the fine team of Boys Town, Nebr., 
which won 11 games. Father Flanagan’s boys did so well Nebraska 
sports writers called them the best high school team in the state and 
one of the best in the country. In the il game season Boys Town 
scored 373 points to 50 for its opponents, its victims including the 
St. Bede preps of Peru, fl., by 19-12, and the Creighton preps of 
Omaha, 26-14.. Thomas Jefferson and Abraham Lincoln High School 
of Council Bluffs, lowa, were two other notable victims, the former 
losing to Boys Town by 19-6 and the latter by 21-6. 


I don’t know anything about the individual players, but 
from the statistics which the publicity man at Boys Town ser* to 
me, Halfback Len Kroll appears to be worth the time and atten- 
tien o some big college team, Notre

twice ran 65 yards for touchdowns against Missouri Valley, Iowa, 
High school, and caught three from Tom Car e for 
touchdowns in the Trinity game, the distances covered being 37, 39 
and 45 yards. Kroll ran 67 .yards for a touchdown against St. 
Bede’s, and scored another on a pass from Carodine which covered 
63 yards. To say that Len is a “Junior Glenn Davis” is putting it 
all too mildly, being that he wound up his prep career by scoring 
My times against the Florida state champs, SS. Peter and Paul H.

Miami, in Boys Town’s 46-6 victory. 


Young Carodine must be ¢ passing wizard, too, because he threw 
$4 and completed 52 for a total of 1,139 yards for an average of 13 
yards for every pass thrown. Kroll weighs 162 pounds—not bad for 
a high school boy of his age—while Carodine tips the beam at 152. 

Certainly no high school team around my part of the country, 
where prep football is just about as good as you'll find it any place, 
can show a record like that of the Boys Town team, with the pos- 
sible exception of Roosevelt of East Chicago, Ind., unbeaten Indiana 
state champions for the past two years. Congratulations to those 
sturdy young men of Boys Town, and let me hear from you again.

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Pope Gregory XVI died during 
the next month; but in September 
the then Prefect of the Sacred 
Congregation de Propaganda Fide, 
acknowledging the Acta et De- 
creta of the Council, praised the 
American Hierarchy for deciding 


to place their country under the} 


patronage of Mary, and told them 
that the new Pontiff, Pius IX had 
granted their petition and author- 
ized their clergy to celebrate the 
patronal feast on December 8, A 
formal papal approval was re- 
ceived in February, 1847. 


Even before the Provincial 
Council of May, 1846, a rumor 
must have been cireulated that 
the Bishops of the United States 
would build a national Shrine to 
Mary Immaculate, because the 
Lowell, Massachusetts, Courier, on 
January 20, 1846, carried the fol- 
lowing notice: 


A magnificent Catholic Church 
is to be built in Washington, D. 
C., something after the style of 
the Cathedrals of the old world. 
It is intended by the Catholics 
to appeal for aid in this great 
undertaking to every congrega- 
tion of their denomination in 
the United States. 


Pontiffs Appreved 
Bishop Shahan’s Project 


But action on a national monv- 
ment to the patroness of America 
was long delayed. It was not until 
August 15, 1913, that Bishop 
Thomas J. Shahan, then Rector of 
the Catholic University, besought 
the blessing of Pope Pius X for 
the realization of his dream to 
erect here on the campus of the 
Catholic University and ih the 
capital of the nation, a Shrine 
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Mary's Place In 


Catholic Devotion 


which would do honor to Mary 
Immaculate as well as to the Cath- 
olics of the United States. This 
Pope not only sent his blessing, 
but wrote: 


It is most desirable that all 
Catholics should promptly and 

enerously contribute toward the 

appy completion of this church, 
which so many praiseworthy 
Catholic women have  under- 
taken. In this way will arise a 
masterpiece of religious archi- 
tecture, which will lift heaven- 
ward the minds of every student 
who enters it, make him thirst 
for wisdom from above, fill his 
heart with the same, and pre- 
serve it religious while he lives. 

The next Pope, 
during whose pontificate the cor- 
nerstone of this crypt was laid, 
writing to Bishop Shahan, express- 
ed the hope that his undertakine 
would not be long delayed. He ob- 
served: 


We make known to you also 
how deeply We rejoice to hear 
that popular devotion to Mary 
Immaculate has greatly increas- 
ed in view of the proposal to 
build on the grounds of the Uni- 
versity the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception. This 
most holy purpose merited the 
approval of cordial praise of Our 
Predecessor of happy memory, 
Pius X. We, too, have always 
hoped that at the earliest pos- 
sible date there would be built 
in the National Capital of the 
great Republic a temple worthy 
of the Celestial Patroness of all 
America, and that all the sooner 
because, under the special pat- 
ronage of Mary Immaculate, 
Your University has already 
attained a high degree of pros- 
perity. 

...O, may the day soon dawn 
when you. Venerable Brethren, 
will rejoice at the completion of 
so grand an undertaking! Let 
the good work be pushed rapidly 
to completion, and for that pur- 
pose let everyone who glorifies 
in the name of Catholic con- 
tribute more abundantly than 
usual to the collections for this 
Church, and not individuals 
alone, but also all your societies, 
those particularly which, by 
their rule, are bound to honor in 
a special way the Mother of God. 


. » « It behooves us to set an 
example that will lead Our bear- 
ers to contribute with pious 
generosity to this great work of 
religion, and for this reason We 
have resolved to ornament the 
High Altar of this Church with 
a gift of peculiar value. In due 
time We shall send to Washing- 
ton an image of the Immaculate 
Conception, made by Our com- 
mand, in the Vatican Mosaic 
Workshop, which shall be at 
once a proof of Our devotion to- 
wards Mary Immaculate and 
Our good will toward the Cath- 
olic University. 


Even though progress was slow 
Pope Pius XI praised the Amer- 
ican Bishops, protectors of the 
University, for going ahead with 
Bishop Shahan’s project, and 


wrote: 


For this reason We, like Our 
Predecessors of happy memory, 
Pius X and Benedict XV, cherish 
with fatherly affection both the 
University and the newly plan- 
ned Shrine; and We pray that 
this great .work may soon be 
brought to completion so that 
from it, as from the seat of Her 
loving kindness, the Virgin 
Mother may bestow upon all 
America the heavenly gifts of 
wisdom and salvation. 
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That Mary wants all her chil-

_The scene depicted in the gospel 
0; today’s feast is so extraordi- 
nary, so unprecedented, that one 
must wonder how even religious 
prejudice can fail to have its at- 
tention and interest arrested by 
it. The gospel text reads: 


| The Angel Gabriel was sent 
| from God into a city of Galilee 
called Nazareth, to a virgin es- 
poused to a man whose name 
was Joseph, of the House of 
David; and the virgin’s name 
was Mary. And the angel being 
come in said unto her: “Hail 
full of grace, the Lord is with 
thee, blessed art thou among 
women.” 


| The most important happening 
|in the history of the human race 
could not have been portrayed in 
‘more impressive langauge. St. 
|Luke, who records it, intimates 
that he learned it from the lips of 
|Mary herself. 


It was not a fellow human 
| being; it was not even an Arch- 
angel from Heaven, but it was 
God Himself, honoring and prais- 
‘ing Mary—for is St. Luke not 
careful to say that the Archangel 
Gabriel was sent by God to pay 
'honor to Mary in His Name. 

A year ago one who was herald- 


ed as an ex-priest, but who was. 
-actually an imposter, delivered a’ 
series of anti-Catholic sermons in. 


‘a Presbyterian church in a mid- 
| western city, and one of these 
‘dealt with Matrimony. A Catholic 
layman, who had seen a news- 
paper notice of this lecture, at- 
tended it, and at its conclu- 
sion rose to ask, the minister 
of the local church for permission 
to say a word. Not knowing that 
the gentleman was a Catholic the 
permission was granted. Observ- 
‘Ing that most of the people had a 
‘copy of the Bible at their side in 
ithe pews, this Catholic layman 
asked them .to open it at the be- 
rinning of St. Luke’s gospel, and 
to follow him as he read from verse 
2; to verse 50 of the first chapter. 
The story recorded the angel’s visit 
to Mary, with God’s important 
message, the story of the Incar- 
nation, and Mary’s_ prediction, 
‘under the Holy Spirit’s inspiration, 
‘that “henceforth all generations 
‘shall call me blessed,” 


The Greatness Of 
The Mother Of God 


| He then asked the non-Catholic 
audience if it is Mariolatry for 
‘Catholics to honor Christ’s mother 
‘in a far lesser way than God Him- 
‘self had honored her, and to call 
‘her “blessed” in keeping with her 
‘inspired prophecy ? 
| The people were stunned when a 
member of the congregation rose 
‘to suggest that Catholics might be 
right and Protestants wrong in 
their attitude towards the Mother 
of Jesus, and the spiritual mother 
‘of mankind. 

Of course, non-Catholics, gener- 
‘ally speaking, do not understand 
what we mean by the Immaculate 
'Conception, any. more than they 
‘know what we mean by the Virgin 
‘Birth. Since most of them deny 
|the transmission of Original Sin, 
'they must, of necessity, believe 
‘that every human soul comes into 
‘this world immaculate and, there- 
‘fore, could not, if they understand 
|what we mean by the Dogma pose 
‘any consistent objection against it. 
| “Tf Mary was to have such an 
‘important part in the devotional 
life of Catholics,” our Protestant 
‘friends ‘ask, “why is Holy Scrip- 
‘ture almost silent about her?” The 
‘fact, of course, is that more is said 
‘about her, in fewer words, than 
‘about any Bible character whom- 
soever with the one exception of 
her divine Son, Jesus. We do not 
appraise a book by the number of 
pages it contains, nor a painting 
by the number of square feet of 
canvas it covers. A single sen- 
tence might contain a greater 
anegyric than a large volume. 
There are several such single sen- 
tences in Holy Scripture which 
eulogize Mary and indicate her 
greatness. Let us only briefly ad- 
vert to them. | 


In the first Book of the Bible 
God Himself presents Mary to 
mankind as the woman “par ex- 
cellence,” who would crush the 
head of the tempter who had en- 
compassed the fall of the human 
race through Adam: “I will put 
enmity between thee and the 
woman, between thy seed and her 
seed. She shall crush thy head” 
(Gen. Ill. 15). 

In the last book of the Bible St. 


: 


her head crowned by. twelve bril- 
liant stars, whose significance 
self-evident. She is the Regina 
Apostolorum, as she is Martyrum, 
Confessorum, Virginum, yes. even 
Angelorum., 


Now we come to the middle of 
the Book, and find not only the 
lengthy passage in St. Luke’s 
gospc' hich furnishes the text 
for is glorious feast, but this 
unfathomable sentence contained 
in the first chapter of St. Mat- 
thew’s gospel “Mary, of whom was 
born Jesus, Who is called Christ” 
(Matt. I, 16). 


Honored Above 
All Creatures 


Here are ten monosyllabic words 
of such inexhaustible significance 
that literary work of several vol- 
umes could not do full justice te 
them. Yet Protestant churchmen 
continue to tell us that little is 
said about Mary in Holy Scripture. 


If He who was born of her was 
God, then she is the Mother of 
God: and she was so honored for 
fifteen solid centuries by all Chris- 
tendom with the one exception of 
ithe insignificant sect known as 
Nestorians. She is so honored to- 
day by three-fourths of all the 
Christians in the world including 
the 100,000,000 members of the 
Orthodox Churches.

It is difficult to conceive how an- | 
tipathy towards everything Cath-| 
olic can lead people to disavow her, | 
‘who is admittedly “the perfect | 
'woman,” our “fallen nature’s soli- | 
‘tary boast.” God’s choice amonc'! 
‘all the children pf Eve for the 
‘mother through whom He would 
become Incarnate, the mother of 
|Him Whom all Christians call their 
‘Savior, and whom He bequeathed, 
in His dying moments, to His fol- 
lowers as their Mother.

Before The 
Civil War 


On a recent Sunday morning, 
after Mass, followed by a satisfy- 
ing breakfast, my brother Bob and 
I found ourselves turning the pages 
of an old album containing family 
pictures, and others. We enjoyed 
many memories, though we were 
not always successful in naming 
the photographs. Next, we turned 
to “The Centenary of Catholicity 
in Kentucky.” 
Honorable Benjamin J. Webb was 
published by Charles A. Rogers 
Company, Louisville, in 1884. Un- 
fortunately it is now out of print. 
I say unfortunately, for the auth- 
or’s style was delightfully chatty, 
his history dependable, and read- 
able. 


My brother read to me a story 
in “The Centenary” which we both 
enjoyed. Afterwards he said: “Sis- 
ter, that should be reprinted in 
your page for your readers. | 
think they would enjoy it, and it 
is edifying.” So today I am fol- 
lowing his suggestion. 


Mr. Webb writes, on py. 78-79, in 
a chapter on Cartwright’s Creek 
Settlement (Kentucky), of an ex-

Politics As Christian Democrats 
Lose To Both Left And Right Groups

Rome, Dec. 9—(NC)—The administrative elections in 
the large Italian cities witnessed a noticeable set-back of the 
Christian Democrat Party. The Social-Communists advan- 
ced especially in the north and the parties of the right in the 
south. Christian Democracy lost many votes, either through

Is it permissible to speak of a 
crisis of Christian Democracy? 
One can answer that in Italy there 
really is a crisis, but it is m con- 
nection with democracy itself and 
not simply a political party. To 


understand it, it ig sufficient to| F 


consider the situation as it is. 
On the left the politieal forces are: 
tending to center themselves 
around Marxian communism, 
which, it is unnecessary to say, is 
totalitarianism. The pact of united 
action which the Socialists con- 
cluded with the communists leaves 
to the Italian Socialist party a 
formal independence, but in prac- 
tice, gives it complete agg et | 
with the Communist Party whic 

roceeds by steps but most certain- 
ty towards its objectives, which is 
the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
Some minor groups of the left such 
as the Action party are siding 
more and more openly with the 
Communist advance. 


At the samie time, on the right, 
political forces are being organ- 
ized which are assuming a critical 
attitude which is completely nega- 
tive, and which, by this stand, 
are gathering to themselves an in- 
creasing number of malcontents. 
It is the “Uomo Qualunque” (Com- 
mon Man) movement to which the 
old liberal conservatives and cer- 
tain monarchists are coming near- 
er and nearer. Other monarchists, 
however, are tending to organize 
themselves into a new political 
party. Its enemies say that the 
“Uomo Qualunque” movement is a 
rebirth of fascism; at present it is 


lcism, very active, without clear 
ideas. But fundamentally it can 
be taken in any way, and it is 
clear that if the sceptics and all 
those who are deluded by the ex- 
perience of Italian Democracy con- 
tinue to flow into.

Being accustomed 
for over twenty years to anti-dem- 
ocratic diatribes and to verbal 
criticism, the anti-communist 
masses of Italy are attracted more 
toward Uomo Qualunque than to- 
wards Christian Democracy, and 
thus, while Marxist totalitarianism 
advances or at least holds its 
ground, an anti-democratic and al- 
most fascist ferment is being crys- 
talized in the Uomo Qualunque 
party. 


The position of Christian De- 
mocracy, which is that of inter- 
classism and of the defense of the 
rights of the individual, is, in fact, 
in the present situation in Italy, 
the sole defender of democratic 
liberty.

preoccupation. Will this crisis be 
temporary? No one can say. Much 
will depend on the events of the 
next few weeks. Their relative 
success in the elections has, in fact, 
increased the audacity of the com- 
munists. The communist leader 
Togliatti has gone so far as to 
launch serious proposals in the field 
of foreign politics, entirely un- 
known to the government. He has 
had recourse to the basest calum- 
nies. 

It would seem certain that De- 
Gasperi’s party will not allow it- 
self to be completely discredited. 
The ministerial crisis is in the air. 
It is a question now as to who will 
take the initiative and what will 
be the outcome. But politics are 
now entering a very delicate phase 
even from the point of view of in- 
ternational interests.

Relief Sent By 
Holy Father To 
Flood. Victims 


New York, Dec. 9 ~——‘!NC)—- 
Twenty-four hours ofter the Ital- 
ian island of Sardinia had been 
devastated by the severest flood 
since 1883, three relief planes, 
dispatched by His Holiness Pope 
Pius Xl, swooped down near the 
stricken area and brought much- 
needed aid to the victims of the 
catastrophe. 


The story of this speedy mis- 
sion of mercy is told in a feport 
received by War Relief Services- 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, here, from Msgr. Andrew 
P. Landi, resident director of that 
organization in Italy. 


The report, which was prepared 
by the Central Pontifical Retief 
Commission, describes how a vio- 
lent storm swept over a wide area, 
leaving death and destruction in 
its wake. The Sardinian peasants 
were filled with despair, looking 
ot the ruins of their houses. They 
hod lost their cattle and their 
fields and vineyords were a sor- 
ry sight. 


Within 24 hours, the report dis- 


closed, three planes, secured 
through the cooperation of the 
Italian air ministry and loaded 
with food, medicines, clothing 
and bedding, swooped down near 
the desolated areas to be met py 
a fleet of army trucks. Rapidly 
reloading, the trucks sped into 
the towns affected by the storm, 
where they were met by o cheer- 
ing crowd of men, women and 
children. When they were told 
that “the Holy Fother has sent 
these things to you,” they knelt 
in mud knee-deep and with tears 
of gratitude streaming down their 
cheeks, they gave thanks to God 
ond to the Holy Father. The re- 
lief supplies were provided by His 
Holiness’ private househo!d, the 
Pontifical Relief Commission’ and 
Wor Relief Services—N.C.W.C.

Thus 
in the Catholic grade-school, the 
100% Catholic gets his very basic 
training, is coached to be a cham- 
pion of life. 

High school English, Latin, Bi- 
ology or Sociology, all take on a 
Catholic coloring, a definite point 
of view that is the very essence of 
a Catholic education. Scientific and 
social problems and questions are 
sifted in the light of the Church’s 
teachings, in the spirit of Christ’s 
justice and love. Religion becomes 
a vital branch of knowledge: food 
for thought and reflection; the 
crown of all intellectual achieve- 
ment. In the University, above all, 
with the help of philosophy and re- 
ligion, the Catholic student gets a 
full picture of life: of God, man, 
and nature; of man’s relations to 
God, Himself and his fellow man.

Only Half Our 
Job Is Done 


Though the aims of Catholic 
education have been justified in 
both theory and practice, a few 
shocking facts poke up their ugly 
heads. The foundation of the Cath- 
olic mind is laid in the grade 
school. Without a firm foundation, 
all superstructural work is hazar- 
dous. And yet, despite the far- 
flung network of Catholic paro- 
chial schools in our large cities, 
only one-half of all Catholic grade- 
school children in America attend 
Catholic schools. 

The parents are not entirely to 
blame. In many country districts 
there are no Catholic schools. In 
some large cities the grade schools 
are overcrowded. But making al- 
lowances for all this, many parents 
are shirking their duty. Very few 
cannot, by making some sacrifice 
or other, afford to send their chil- 
dren to a Catholic elementary 
school. Those who honestly cannot 
meet the expense are usually help- 
ed financially. So the fact stands 
baldly; the damage continues daily. 
Just now especially the Catholic 
high schools in most American 
cities are overcrowded, but exten- 
sive building p ams should re- 
lieve the congestion within a few 
years. Consequently, parents 
should make concrete plans now 
to insure a Catholic high-school 
education for their younger chil- 
dren. Unfortunately, not every 
Catholic parent or student appreci- 
ates the necessity of a Catholic 
high school education. But the real 
need will become apparent after 
reflection on what the Catholic 
student in a non-Catholic: high 
school misses, y 

Briefly, the Catholic boy or girl 
in a non-Catholic school misses a 


Truths of Faith memorized from 
the Catechism.

they can first appreciate the moral 


stand of the Church, they are de- 
prived of Catholic explanations, 
frank. advice and encouragement. 
The easy access to the Sacraments 
characteristic of a Catholic high 
school is denied them at a time 
when bad habits that can ruin 
their lives easily develop. The 
companionship of boys and girls 
who are trying to live up to the 
same Catholic ideals as they, is 
substituted for contact with com- 
anions who know little better 
an to have a good time—cost 
what it may to themselves or 
others. 

Ordinarily, Pole Catholic stu- 
dent in a non-Catholic high-school 
has little chance to develop the 
‘spirit of an ardent apostle, that 
spirit stimulated by membership 
in one of the school’s spiritual or- 
ganizations. And above all, as they 
leave school, such students too 
often wander aimlessly, without a 
clear-cut goal in life, not to men- 
tion the sad fact that many a 
genuine vocation to the priesthood 
or religious life is quenched by the 
non-Catholic atmosphere of the 
public school. 


Praiseworthy But Not 
Complete Solution 


Released-time religious instruc- 
tion is a praiseworthy solution to 
the sometimes unavoidable prob- 
lem of a Catholic student’s attend- 
ing a public grade or high-school. 
Parents who did not or could not 
fulfill their duty of giving their 
children a Catholic education, 
should insist that they at least 
take this opportunity to learn their 
Faith. At such instructions, much 
can be done towards deepening an 
appreciation of Catholicism — its 
dignities as well as demands—if 
the students really cooperate; if 
they really want to become 100% 
Catholics. For parents who above 
all else want to see their children 
succeed, as well as for the students 
themselves, this. released-time re- 
ligious instruction is a last guaran- 
tee of the only real success in life 
—saving one’s immortal soul. 

A wise Catholic college student 
will consider carefully all the 
angles before going to a secular 
university. It is no secret that 
very many secular universitv pro- 
fessors openly teach Atheism, 
publicly condone general immor- 
ality. It is no secret, either, that 
many Catholic universities give as 
good, if not better, training in 
many branches of knowledge. The 
very fact that the professor in a 
Catholic school makes God a factor 
in his philosophy of life, reflects 
itself in a truer, more balanced 
treatment of his own subject. The 
young man or woman who really 
wants to be a 100% Catholic, an 
outstanding apostle, will make 
every effort, even in these times 
of swollen enrollments, to attend a 
Catholic university. On such young 
men and women rests the future 
intellectual leadership of the 
Church in America. This leader- 
ship sets a great goal ahead of us; 
it will demand a great sacrifice. 
But such sacrifice is merely a part 
of our privilege to be Christ’s 
chosen apostles! 

Throughout this whole discus- 
sion of a Catholic education, when 
reason flags before stark sacri- 
fices, we must fall back on a super- 
natural — God’s own—logic. A 
Catholic education balenees eter- 
nity against time. A Catholic edu- 
cation develops the whole man in- 
stead of a part, a development that 
will yield happiness even on earth. 
For the full view of God, man, and 
the world given by Catholic edu- 
cation alone, will pay dividends in 
intellectual peace, happiness and 
security. 

Through our system of education 
we Catholics honor God by making 
Christ known, loved and served by 
ourselves and others. Catholic 
education alone counters the de- 
vouring materialistic mentality of 
our day. By introducing Catholic 
thought into all fields, by striving 
for Catholic intellectual leadership 
in every branch of knowledge, by 
training Catholic writers, speak- 
ers, editors, we are forging the 
only weapons that can stop Athe- 
ism and immorality. 

All this we accomplish through 
our Catholic education. All this is 
the recompense for building the 
mind of Christ. Are Catholic 
parents too money-minded to want 
their children to put on the mind 
of Christ? Will Catholic million- 
aires continue to endow State uni- 
versities with millions while leav- 
ing thousands to Catholic univer- 
sities as was done only four years 
ago? Or will all of us, parents 
and students alike, show ourselves 
in this matter of education, 100%

Notre Dame — Increased ex- 
changes of professors and _ stu- 
dents between the United States 
and the countries of Latin Ame- 
rica Was recommended as a means 
of establishing closer unity be-

The host organizations were 
the LaRaza lub, composed of 
Latin-American and South Ame- 
rican students at the University of 
Notre Dame, and the Inter-Ameri- 
ean Affairs.Club at Notre Dame. 

Theme of the Congress was 
“Woman’s Place in Inter-Ameri- 
ean Affairs.” Sectional meetings 
conducted during the final day of 
the meeting attempted to examine 
the problem from various points 
of view. 

The delegates were spurred to 
action by Senorita Maruja Cabrere 
Cardus, of Asuncion, Paraguay, 
instructor in Spanish at:the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, who deliver- 
ed the keynote address at the 
opening session of the convention. 
Senorita Cardus, who only recent- 
ly came to the United States from 
her native Paraguay, described the 
position of women in South Ame- 
rica and other Spanish-speaking 
countries of the Western hemis- 
phere.

The Sudden Guest by Christo- 
pher LaFarge. 

This full-length novel covers but 
two days in the life of the middle- 


aged spinster Carrel Leckton, 
living in her summer home on 
Rhode Island’s Atlantic coast. 


During these two days, she lives 
through two hurricanes—for which 
she makes unwilling preparations 
for the one in 1944 which is fast 
approaching—she recalls to mind, 
events, connected with the one fh 
19388—that disasterous day in Sep- 
tember when her niece and ward, 
Leah Davids, left her to marry an 
English Jew—and her home was 
fast being filled with hurricane- 
wafted guests, wholly unwanted 
and most unwelcome. 

Miss Leckton is left alone during 
this second hurricane—as her ser- 
vants leave to perform necessary 
duties elsewhere. It is this fact, 
which lays bare her soul and she 
sees herself as a_ self-centered, 
proud, egotistical snob, with a 
wrong philosophy of life. As the 
storm subsides, the Sudden Guest 
(her conscience) helps her to real- 
ize that the future can be worth- 
while if she will make it so by es- 
tablishing normal human relation- 
ships. 

The actual events of the hurri- 
cane are vividly described and the 
whole book is all one can hope for 
*n these days.

“Credit unions are associations of people, united by 
some common bond or community interest, in cooperative 
effort for thrift, elimination of usury, borrowing power for 
productive and beneficial purposes, at low interest.” 

The Holy Fathers, from Pope Leo XIII to our present 
Pope Pius XII, urge Catholic people, and, all people, to 


banks, among the people, work- 
ingmen, and the poor.” Pope Pius 
X Commands clergy to encourage 
and start what is understood in 
Catholic circles as the Credit 
Union and Cooperative, but that 
the people themselves are to oper- 
ate and manage these “various 
kinds of banks” (“Decree Docente 
Apostolo.”’)

209 Credit 
Unions have been added in the 
United States and Canada re- 
cently.
